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School  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Brighton  Plantation : 

You  have  had  two  superintendents  during  the  year  which 
is  not  conducive  to  the  best  work.  The  prevailing  sickness 
with  which  all  sections  have  contended  has  lowered  the  attend- 
ance to  some  extent,  but  the  work  has  been  well  up  to  the  stand- 
ard of  other  towns  in  this  vicinity. 

We  have  an  overdraft  of  approximately  $110.00  in  the  com- 
mon school  account  for  the  reason  that  we  received  $129.30  less 
from  the  Common  School  and  School  and  Mill  Fund  this  year, 
also  an  increase  of  $18.25  for  fuel,  $31.50  for  janitor  work,  and 
$54.00  for  conveyance  of  pupils. 

Next  year  will  see  an  advance  of  at  least  twenty-five  per 
cent  in  teachers  wages.  This  means  a  larger  appropriation. 
We  would  recommend  that  $1000.00  be  raised. 

We  have  an  unexpended  balance  in  the  Text  Book  and  Sup- 
plies account  also  in  the  Repairs  account. 

We  recommend  that  $50.00  be  raised  for  text  books  and 
supplies  and  $50.00  for  repairs. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  appropriate  $15.00  for  each  pupil  at- 
tending High  School. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  $10.00  be  raised  for  flags 
and  appliances. 

We  invite  your  careful  consideration  of  the  following  finan- 
cial statements.

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School  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Brighton. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  high  prices  and  all  depart- 
ments of  school  work  has  felt  the  effects. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  overdraw  the  common  school  ac- 
count for  reasons  which  will  be  obvious  when  this  report  is 
compared  with  that  of  last  year. 

The  work  in  the  schools  for  the  year  past  has  been  marked 
by  an  enthusiasm  and  zeal  which  heretofore  has  seemed  to  be 
lacking  to  some  extent,  consequently  the  attendance  has  been 
better  than  ever  before. 

The  teachers  have  had  the  work  well  in  hand  and  have 
been  painstaking  and  untiring  in  their  efforts. 

The  cost  of  flags  and  flag  appliances  has  been  so  high  that 
it  seemed  impracticable  to  purchase  this  year,  so  the  appropria- 
tion has  not  been  used. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  officials,  teachers  and  citizens, 
for  their  courtesy  and  cordial  support  during  the  year. 

We  recommend  the  following  amounts  for  the  support  of 
schools  for  the  ensuing  year:
